The raising Of the wreck of the Maine from the 
harbor at Cuba and the tow ing of it to te a where it 
Was buried 600 fathom s deep last Saturday, recalls to 
mind the following verses which the editor w rote at 
the time of its destruction in February, 1898, and 
which Wert printed in The Castroville Anvil.
